CHOLEBA. 

British Bast Indies — Kurrachee. — During the week ended May 1 
only 1 case of cholera was reported. 

Moulmein. — During the latter half of April cholera reappeared, as is 
usual at that time of year, and attained an unusual degree of prevalence. 



Kurrachee.— During the week ended April 16, 203 plague deaths 
occurred. In the district of Kurrachee and the interior of the province 
of Sindh the number was scarcely less. During the week ended May 
1 a decrease occurred in the epidemic, only 251 cases and 175 deaths 
being reported. 

Mauritius. — On May 1, 3 new plague cases were reported.
